The meat 
powder prepared in this way hits a light 
brownish yellow color, u nllght nm«l 
likis thai, of roait beef, mid » very pleas- 
ant Usle, For making soup, two 
ouncoa are to be boiled, with the unun 
ingredient*, in sixteen ounces of water 
Such soup Is much stronger tlmn when 
prepared with half a pound oC fresh un- 
cut meat, us the latter docs not give out 
Its extractive material so completely 
after any amount of boiling. 


Half a pound of this powder, if .stirred 


into tile proper <]usnlity of water, with 
the addition of an egg, may be treated 
exactly as if it were the best fresh raeixl; 
and Ihe fact that the flbrlue and albu< 
men in this meat powder are not coagu- 
lated renders it a valuable substance In 
cases of weakness, where stimulating 
food is required, as il in more easily di 
gesled than raw meat, while on account 
i>f Ils rainuta subdivision, Ihe action of 
Ibe stomach is facilitated.

Jt is, however, it matter of astonisl: 


ment how slow we often are to uvni 
ourselves of these ascertained sdeiilillo 
facts. Sometimes they slowly guthe 
other facts, nnd nanny years follow be 
fore they aid us much ; and again, nf 
lor their value has been demonstrated 
it takes a long while before the public 
appreciates them to the fullest extent 


This is well ctrmplilled in what if 


known as tho earth-closet system. A 
German chemist, some twenty years 
agn, after laborious research, discov- 
ered that clay, when it is dry, is a pow- 
erful absorbent of ammonia, lint the 
average man wondered what Rood 
ii 


was for tho world lo know th.it. Thei 
agriculturist!) slowly began to under 
stand why a. season of great fertilitj 
usually followed uito ol extra dryncss 
and why (he, dry regions of thu earth 
when irrigated, yield such eiiormoni 
crops. Still tho general benefit was noi 
fully developed until tho principle was 
applied to household 
purposes, am 


earth-closets came into note. Yet, i'o: 
all this progress, not near as much ha: 
lieen m.ido of tlibllttlo discovery as i 
i.-; capable of affording. 


In all large towns there is more ui 


less of filthy mutter, which, instead o 
going into cesspools or sewers, us pco 
pie suppose, poisons tho Witter wo drink 
Sometimes the matter soaks directly in 
to wells used for drinking purposes 
at other times is carried Into the 
streams which furnish hydrant supply 
Then there are odors breathing pesti 
taico and sickness, which fear not to 
attack prince or peasant, or tho riches! 
or the poorest, in country or in town 
Tho sicknesses and the deaths whiel 
follow in the train of these old-fashion 
ed domestic contrivances are llterallj 
incalculable. 13y a universal adoptioi 
of this earth-closet system very mucl 
of this may be guarded against. Al! 
that is needed is for somo enterprising 
company to take in hand tho necessary 
auangements; for no ono family, ex 
cept in the country, whore horses am 
men aro at command, can carry out tho 
details. We have now 
earth-closet 


companies to sell tho articles ; but we 
need organisations that will not only 
do this, but see to the clearing away of 
the accumulations, and the providin; 
of bags of dry earth for the necessary 
use of tho implements. "Wo have been 
organizing to dig marl in New Jersey 
to mine out the phosphate beds of 
South Cure-Unit, to send vessels almost 
to tbo ends of the earth for bone-dust, 
guano, &c.; besides companies to pre 
pare fertilizers out of every imaginary 
tiling ; yet hero is material needing no 
^reparation but the dry earth itself, 
costing only but it weekly visit am: 
hauling away, for which any farmoi 
would gladly give $'2H per ton. Includ- 
ing the dry clay used, onu hundred tons 
a day could readily lie collected in 
1'hiladclphia, worth ft!.JiOO, at an ex- 
pense of not over $,"> per ton ; and we 
Muustion whether the best pottdrette, 
plniine, or gunno companies ever paid 
belter. Of cotirsn then-are many mu- 
nicipal laws and regulations to be con- 
sidered in this matter; but with public 
lie.,iih on the one side and monetary 
ptolit on tho other, no doubl a clear 
way would soon be found for any body 
of men disposed to act.

bilily of this idea to the wants of larg 
communities will bo wholly theirs.- 
t'nu.

THE PINI-APPLE, 


II. it. Myers writes tho Seicnl 


American as fellows:—There is, pel 
haps, no production oC tho tropic 
which is so generally and deservedly es 
teemed by the people of the North u 
the pine-apple, yet of none have th 
such vague ideas its to Its manner o 
growth. Not unfrwiuently have 
heard It expressed as being the fruit o 
a tree; associating it with tlio com 
bearing trees of our own country. Th 
pliie-upplo plant (Antiuasm tutint) Is 
native of tropical America, 
wild in tho forests, but is also largel 
cultivated in those regions, as well n 
to some considerable extent In the Wo& 
Indies, anil on the Eastern Contlnen 


It lias fifteen or mnro long, serrutec 


ridged, shnrp-pointed leaves, sprlngln 
from tlio root, resembling in its gencM 
aspect the century plant, but nine 
smaller in s'n.u. In the centre ot thi 
cluster of thick, succulent 
leaves 


springs up a short stalk bearing a split 
of beautiful llowers, which in lime pn 
dtices a single pine-apple. On the sum 
mil of the fruit is a tuft of small loavw 
capable of becoming a new plant, wliic 
together with suckers, are the mean 
by which it is paopngutcd, us a pine-ill 
plo which lias been properly grown, o 
of tho wild fruit of the forest, wlilc 
wo always found equal U' not supcrlu 
to the cultivated ones.
